In places where eyelashes are missing 
or short. It is said that, when shaded 
by these long lashes, ordinary good- 
looking1 eyes take on a soft languor 
that u irresistible, and that fine eyes 
have their beauty much enhanced by 
this device. 


The operation by which new eye- 


lashes are put id Is as follows: Armed 
with a flue needle, in w hich is threaded 
a hair of the same shade as those which 
it is to replace—a Lair plucked from the 
bead of the \ictim is generally used— 
the operator attacks the extreme edge 
of the ejchd, between the epidermis 
and the lifc'ht, fatty hem which borders 
it.

To remedy 
till* the operator's next step la to take 
a pair of tiny silver curling tonga, no 
larger than knitting needles, and give 
thrtn the exact curve which ia esaeqtlal 
to perfect beauty.

ITo. the prln< ipal difference lies in the 
material tha1, offers itself for munici- 
pal candidacies. 


As to the prevailing methods here 


I am not going to act us their advocate, 
but shall content myself with stating 
the facts. Tbe body of the popula- 
tion is divldi-d into three parts—elec- 
tors of the first, second and third 
class. These classes are graded solely 
according to their varying capacity or 
paying taxce 
In other words, the 


great majorily of electors forming the 
third (or lowi-st) class are those paying 
• minimum of taxes. Paupers, crlrrf- 
taals, non-tsj payers are excluded from 
the right to vote. The third class com- 
prise, therefore, the working classes, 
the small mi*chanics find trades peo 
pie. The second class are the moder- 
ately well-to do, paying medium-sized 
taxes, and the first clues is made up of 
a small body of large employers, cap- 
italists, etc.. ] laying the maximum rate 
of taxes. The; injustice of this system 
cX 
popular representation — scaled 


purely according to the material post- 
sessions of eech clans—is the fact that 
each class elects exactly the same num- 
ber of members to the municipal coun- 
cil, while It I < undeniable that the first 
clans is not over one per cent, of the 
population a.-, a whole, and the third 
class Is about 95 per cent., yet each 
class is apportioned as over 33 1-3 per 
cent, of 
representation.

criticism. It is nevertheless true that 


rteaDy opposite tendea^efHterriiia- as 
BerHn aldermen aaPref. Vfc&ow. the 
renowned anthropologist Uftijphrsi- 
ologist; Prof. TOD Treltecfeke, the; his- 
torian (bothl>etogprofesso«ri*Berlu.

Of course they were elected by different 
classes of electors, bttt each of the three 
in his own way does much for tic good 
of the city nod Its citizen*. Singer, fir 
instance, has successfully withstorcl 
the growing plutocratic tendencies of 
[.he administration, and the excellence 
of the Berlin free public schools is, in 
some measure, due to his untiring ef- 
forts. 
Virchow, on tie other haiul, 


who is politically a radical liberal, has 
done an immense amount of good for 
Berlin's hygiene andforeverythingelse 
which makes for the physical benefit 
of the population, lending the weight 
of his scientific opinion and vast ex- 
perience to that object. 


Von Trictschbe ngain bos fostered 


esthetic and scientific aims in the ad- 
ministration of the city, the planning 
and execution of new public struc- 
;rees. parks, public baths. Instruc- 
tion, etc. I might, however, extend 
the list of uanics among the members 
of the council' of those who have ex- 
ceptional gifts on* way or another, 
such as Hobrecht. the architect who 
[or 40 years or over has lent the city 
he benefit of his rlpend judgment. It 
* owing to men like Hobrecht that 
Berlin has gronn into the handsomest 
city in the world, barring alone Paris. 


Another man who has done much— 


probably more than any other single 
Individual—tor Berlin's progress and 
municipal prosperity is its late mayor 
—Von Forckenbeck. Mayors of toqpis 
and cities in Germany, however, are 
not elective officers, but are chosen by 
the council and magistrate jointly, and 
the government is then asked to ap- 
prove this choice. Usually the gov- 
ernment 
does approve the choice,

tecedents of the man proposed, and not 
Infrequently the chosen one is then 
rejected. Apointment to the mayoralty 
Is for a term of years, and may then 
be, and usually is, renewed.

client results are obtained, the rea- 


son being that the candidates offering

For it 
must be reirembered that (with the 
exception of the small number of sal

Besides 
these monumental tasks successfully 
planned or executed by him during
